Gambetta and ae New Election. 

The battle of the scrutins has resulted 
in the repulse of Gambetta’s scheme for 
the election of on a general 
ticket in the departments. He hoped in 
this way to kee; down beth monarchists 
lnder the 


deputies 


and extreme republicans. 
present system each arrondissement acts 
independently, and certain eccentric dis- 
tricts controlled by either priests or re- 
actionary lendlords persist in returning 
men whoin the chamber of deputies 
embarrass and weaken the republic. 
Elections by departments would weed 
out all nearly all of such people; 
and Rochefort and the 
archists were therefore found united in 
opposition to the bill that Gambetta 
considers necessary for the consolidation 
of the republic, The bill 
in the senate by a eombination made up 
of the right and of that portion of the 
left that distrusts or fears the great pop- 
ular leaders.

The question now goes to the French 
people; for Gambetta is too wise to adopt 
any other than the conservative 
course.

He will tell them why they 
took sicha singular step, and then he 
will doubtless explain the dangers of 
the present system of choosing deputies, 
and wind up perhaps with an explana- 
tion of the organization and functions of 
the senate. He will be able to show that 
the French senate was awfully construct- 
ed—that the Versailles assembly in its 
last days filled it in good part with mon- 
archists appointed for life, and that these 
men were given the power of perpetua- 
ting their number to some extent, only a 
part of the upper house being chosen by 
the people. It will be strange indeed if 
the appeals of the great orator and of his 
friends do not result ina demand’ for a 
revision of the constitution that’ will 
materially change the 
tions of the senate, Kither 
this will take place or else Gambetta’s 
prestige will be broken. The general 
election will take place in afew weeks, 
and upon the result of it depends the 
control of France. Gambetta is master 
of the “machine” in France, and there 
are few who think he can be beaten at 
the polls. He is the popular idol, and it 
cannot be said of any of his enemies that 
they have the confidence of the great 
mass of the people. The democratic and 
the aristocratic classes will be matched 
inthe coming struggle, and when the 
‘smoke of the battle clears away we shall 
probably be able to see which is to con- 
trol France fora generation.

“The Cot Cotten Country Preper ” 

The New York Tribune of Monday 
prints a letter from Mr. Francis Fon- 
taine, commissioner of land and immi- 
gration for Georgia, touching upon some 
remarks recentiy made by Mr. Edward 
Atkinson toa reporter of the Tribune 
with respect to cotton manufacturing in 
the south. Mr. Atkinson doubts now, 
as he has always doubted, the feasibility 
of establishing industries that require 
continuous indoor labor every working 
day in the year on any large scale. 
(Quoting this, Mr. Fontaine aptly points 
out that all the largest cotton factories in 
this section, notably the Eagle and 
Phenix manufacturing company, of 
Columbus, are south of the cotton coun- 
try proper, Mr. Atkinson also asks 
if it cam be expected that there 
will be any large measure of success 
in the spinning and weaving, which re- 
quire order, method, discipline and the

details to save the manufacturer from 
bankruptcy. .

its 4,500 spindles, its one hundred and 
odd varieties of white and colored goods, 
its consumption of 800 pounds of washed 
wool daily, and its use of 13,000 bales of 
cotton annually, as a _ sufficient 
reply to Mr. Atkinson’s suggestion. 
Allusion might have been made 
to the Augusta mills, but the success of 
the Eagle and Phenix has been conspicu- 
ous enough to attract the attention of 
northern manufacturers. 

Mr. Fontaine shows that in the manu- 
facture of the coarser yarns (No, 14 and 
under) New England has already ceased 
to compete with the southern ‘nills, and 
he predicts that the day is not far distant 
when the 2,166,666 laborers engaged ino 
the cultivation of the staple will be cloth- 
ed with goods made almost exclusively 
“in the cotton country proper.” He 
shows that in Georgia, as in New kng- 
land, large factories pay best, and he 
shows that southern mills have made 
money at a time when northern 
mills were at a. standstill, or go- 
ing through bankruptcy. Mr. Fon- 
taine goes somewhat into details, 
pointing out that building material can 
be purchased here at half the cost in 
New England—brick at two-thirds and 
lumber at one-third the cost—and that 
the cotton can be bought here ten dollars 
a bale cheaper than the northern and 
English manufacturers can buy it. 

Recurring to the Eagle and Phenix 
mills, 
stopped a day since they were started, 
except on.account of high water in time 
of freshets, and always have applications 
ahead for work, every applicant being a 
native of Georgia. No southern mill 
has a negro operative, and the great 
majority of the operatives are natives of 
that part of the country in which the 
mill is situated. We close this brief 
summary of a most interesting and val- 
uable letter with the following suggestive 
extract: 

Three thousand millions of dollars were swept 
away by the emarcipation of the slaves, but the 
sons of former planters are the most en ergetic 
aud progressive workers in the south today. As 
fast as they accumulate moey they invest it in 
cotton manufacturing ‘The surplus profits of 
ihe farmers and planters, which formerly weut 
for the purchase of land and negroes, are now 
rapidly tending to manufacturing enterprises. 
Tne lack of capital alone is the explanation of 
the apparent siow growth of cotton manufactu~ 
ring. Cananyone seriously assert that Georgia 
mills, which have an advantage of one and nine- 
tenths cents per pound in the cost of raw mate- 
rial over their northeastern competitors —which 
forse mill of 1,600 looms amounts to over 9 per 
cent. of the entire capital, or $120,099 per annum

vaithy fruit from pistillites, they shouid

The Duchess is three days earlier than 
ihe Wilson.

These will do for toppers,’’ Mr. Stout 
said, selecting a couple of baskets and 
utting them aside. ‘‘loppers, you see, he 
‘xplained, ‘‘are cups of partic ularly fine- 
ooking berries whic h we putin the top 
row. We have todo this because everybody 
else in the business doesit. Ail the com 
mission merchants and buyers know the 
custom, and judge the crate accordingly. 
if the top layer is very fine, they know 
that the other layers are good; if there are 
only ordinarily good berries on top, they 
think there’s nothing but leaves in the 
bottem cups Some people take 
grent deal more pains with 
he top layer than I do, They arrange all 
ihe berries in the upper baske sts so that you 
unly see the points, but I let mine lie any 
way, because 1 think the green hulls con- 
trast prettily with the crimson berries, and 
because the fruit loses its gloss when han 
too much. OF course, if the pickers 
bring in an overfull measure we have to 
take off afew berries to keep them from 
being mashed. Kate's finger tips, you see 
are re d from handling the fruit.’ 
“Is it often that the pickers fill their 
baskets beyond the measure”’’ he was asked 
“Not very, though sometimes it happens 
by chance. About the only picker I ever 
saw who did it for a purpose was a man 
from Michigan. _He wasa grower, and he 
came here to seé if he could get some new 
points, He went right in and pic ked at 
two cents a quart, but you could hil an 
extra cup from four c‘ his quarts.

Where 
upon, the reporter picked a cup half 
full, stood up, and straightened out his 
back against a stoue wall. The stout, mid 
dle aged German seemed to enjoy this, and 
when next he stood up he chuckled and 
called out: ‘Vell, how is it mit der back?

“These elder weeds,’ Mr. Stout said, 
stooping and tearing a handful of them, 
‘grow again, no matter how often you pull 
them up. Ireadia an evening paper the 
other day thatif you hoe them at certain 
times they die out. Well, I’ve had them 
pulled up noi only at the times mentioned, 
but also frequently between these times, 
but they always come back.’’ 

Strawberry beds, he said, have to be 
coor da little more than a year before the 
ruit is to be picked. In the spring the 
patch is laid out in rows varying in width, 
but rarely more than four feet, with a path 
about one foot wide between each row. 

The plants are set in the 
rows at irom one to five feet apart, accord- 

ing to their running capacity. Then the 
field is manured broadcast and plowed in 
tlightly. After that itis hoed and gone 
over with the cultivatr, running close to 
the rows and around in the same direction. 
The latter implement is used especially 
during a dry season, as it loosens the ground 
nicely and brings fresh earth to the surface. 
ltis thought by some that the cultivator 
does away with the necessity of frequent 
watering. The strawberry, perbaps more 
than apy other plant, requires moisture, 
and Mr. Stout says he has known the plants 
to stand cold water during the hottest days,

As 
soon as the blossoms appear they are cut off; 


for if the piants were allowed to bear fruit 


‘ the first season they wouid deteriorate sadly, 
perhaps die. Iu September they begin to 
send out ruoners and the cultivator cannot 
be guided so close to the plants. The run- 
ners remain connected with the parent, 
but also send down rooisef theirown. At 
first they derive much nourishment and 
strength from the original piant, but after- 
ward the fatter is nourished by them. Ere 
long there will be a solid bed eight feet 
square around the parent, and :t is esti- 
mated that with some varieties about a 
thousand plants will spring from the origi- 
nal. Two acres, treated properly, ought to 
contain about three hundred thousand 
plants, and as two hundred and sixty ber- 
Jies may be expected from each plant, the 
two acres would yield seven million vight 
hundred thousand berries. But to attain 
these figures the weather must be moist. 
Bern ce who are up with the times usu- 
ved plant the Crescent City, while old- 
ioned growers still ge the Wilson. 
The former hasa lone, dark leaf, and its 
outiines are slender.

letting in air to the roots. Rain also beats 
down the bushes and flattens 
the berries into the sand. To prevent this, 
salt hay is spread by hand about half an 
inch thick ever the entire patch when the 
ground is frozen hard encugh to allow a 
cart to be driven over it. Io the spring of 
the year, when the patch is to be picked, 
the cultivator is run once through the 
rows, excepting those from which plants 
for a new bed are to be taken. Thestrong- 
est plants around tie edges are usually dug 
out for this purp»se. <A _ patch is allowed 
to bear for vears After that the 
fruit becoms and unpaiatable, be- 
cause the potash is «xhausted from the 
ground. Chemical potesh isan artificial 
stimulant, audithe lasting effects are not so 
satisfactory ploughed 
up and play of crops 
during thesucce ding four years. 

The Jersey berries briny aizh prices be 
cause they reach New York in siren condi- 
tion and can be shipped:‘to New York and 
further east. The early berries sell at whole 
sale as high as twenty six cents, but when 
the notthern fruit comes.in the price will 
fallas low asseven cents. Oaly the first 
dozen berries from a plant are very fine; 
after that they lose in size, gloss and flavor. 
Sandy loam is the best Pail. 
‘A well-filled bed, ; Stout said, 
‘leaves littleroom for weeds. But we make 
clean cultivation with plough, cultivator 
and hoe, or by hand welling if necessary, 
from the commencement to the end of the 
season. Itisthe only way to raise large 
crops of good-sized, well-sh aped berries.’ 
To start a new valuable variety berry 
sometimes takes many years, and the 
grower will be disheartened by many fail- 
ures. He has to take a berry and separate the 
seeds. Each seed will give a new variety, 
which is generally poorer than the seed 
berry, and the experiment has often to be 
made over aud over again. “I know some 
persons,’’,Mr. Stout said, “whose hairs have 
grown gray over theirefforisto geta new 
variety. [expecta new variety, which 1s 
said to be very good, from a friend. He 
ordered some years ago, a barrel of fine po- 
tatoes from the west, Among them wasa 
strawberry, which, he planted just for fur. 
Itcameup and multiplied in the usual 
way, and happens to have turned out very 
well, 

It was now getting dark, and the pickers 
were carrying their last load from the patch 
to the sbed, whe re Kate was still busy 
packiug crates and telliag out tickeis. 
“Well, Kate, how many crates are we 
going to send off this evening?’
